Two Dozen New Macintosh 
Computers Purchased 
Two dozen Macintosh Plus 
computers were purchased at 
the beginning of the summer 
in an effort to update MBA’s 
computer standing. 

Macintosh Pluses were 
chosen for their lower cost 
relative to comparable IBM 
systems, for their networking 
capabilities, and for their 
accessibility to beginners.

Recent occurrences in the 
Soviet Union and. in 
particular, the Baltic states, 
place Soviet President 
Mikhail Gorbachev in a 
perilous position in which he 
must pacify the nationalistic 
fervor in the Baltic region 
while at the same time 
maintaining authority over 
them to please the hardliners 
in the Kremlin. Never in the 
Soviet Union’s history has 
there been such a loosening of 
centralized authority, 
allowing a new sense of 
autonomy in Lithuania, 
Lativia, and Estonia. 

Recent worker strikes 
have threatened the Soviet 
economy that can ill-afford 
economic losses at this point 
in time; however, Gorbachev 
appeased the workers by 
allowing pay raises, more 
consumer goods, and greater 
political reform. These 
concessions represent the 
conciliatory attitude he must 
now take to quiesce the tides 
of nationalism that have risen 
to cause efforts to secede from 
the Soviet Union. It is ironic 
that these concessions may, in 
fact, give rise to demands for 


more political and economic 
reform. Gorbachev recently 
allowed Lithuania and 
Estonia to manage their 
economies independent of the 
the central government and 
has claimed these actions as 
attempts to accelerate 
perestroika, with which 
hardliners are becoming 
increasingly impatient. 

The hardliners have en- 
dured Gorbachev’s reforms, 
but the economic situation of 
the Soviet Union has created a 
climate that will not facilitate 
its President’s reforms. The 
budget deficit stands at a stag- 
gering $160 billion and 
economic growth remains 
slow. This sluggish economy 
has led to a reversal of 
previous Soviet military 
intervention and economic 
aid to Soviet satellites. In 
Nicaragua, one can see severe 
cutbacks in foreign aid, partly 
in response to the disintegra- 
tion of the contras. In 
Afghanistan, a complete 
military withdrawal was seen 
in a country that the Soviet 
Union has been in for nearly 
nine years. Finally. Poland 
and Hungary are beginning to

If success at summer 
workshops is any indication, 
the MBA Debate Team may 
expect even greater accolades 
this. With the return of team 
captain Jonathan Reeve from 
Greece and the loss of only 
only one Senior from last 
year, the team is setting its 
sights on much national 
competition with the first rest 
being the National Earlybird 
Tournament at Wake Forest 
University. 

The team will return this 
year with vast experience 
because of the diversity of the 
workshops attended this past 
summer, such as Dartmouth. 
Michigan University, Iowa, 
Kentucky, Northwester. 
Samford, and Georgetown. 
At the Dartmouth Debate 
Institute. Jonathan Reeve 
reached the .semifinal round 
of the institute tournament 
after posting an impressive 8- 
0 record in preliminaries.

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Gay Couples’ 

Rights to Adopt 



This summer I was 


questioned on whether I 
thought homosexual couples 
should have the right to adopt 
children. After some 
pondering the idea, I made up 
my mind. NO!!! As I am not 
usually one to discriminate 
against minorities, this 
opinion is somewhat difficult 
to justify. However, 1 am a 
very opinionated individual, 
and I have succeeded in 
Justifying my view to myself. 
Now 1 shall try to justify it to 
you. The main basis for my 
belief is my anti- 
homosexuality nature. As I 
previously stated, I am 
against discrimination in 
most cases, but in this case I 
feel 1 must because I believe 
the preferences of a 
homosexual couple would 
have adverse affects on the 
adopted children and thus 
infringe upon their rights as 
individuals. 

First of all, God did not 
create Adam and Allen. 
Rather, He created Adam and 
Eve. That is to say, single-sex 
couples were not meant to 
have children because it is 
impossible for them to 
reproduce. 1 believe that 
homosexual behavior is 
unnatural and likewise that it 
is unnatural and therefore 
wrong for gay couples to have 
children. 

Let us consider the 
children, too. First of all. 


since homosexuality is 
widely disapproved of, the 
children of such couples 
would suffer extreme 
ridicule. They would be 
shunned by and i.solated from 
peers. Such reactions from 
peers could lead to extremely 
low self-confidence, 
increased drug abuse, and 
suicide. If homosexuality 
were more socially 
acceptable, there would not 
be as much of a problem 
socially for the children. 
Furthermore, since it is my 
belief that environment plays 
a large part in determining a 
child's personality, I think 
children of homosexual 
couples are more likely to 
become homosexuals 
themselves than those of 
heterosexual couples. Since 
homosexuality is evil in my 
mind, this further spread must 
be prevented. 

Making adoption legal 
for gay couples would 
probably lead to and increa.se 
in the rate of abortion. I know 
that I would not want to put 
my child up for adoption if I 
thought it might be adopted 
by gays, and I'm sure my 
feelings are shared by many 
pregnant mothers who might 
turn to abortion. I believe the 
best option for everyone is to 
prevent adoption by 
homosexual couples by law.

enjoy the economic freedoms 
that many never thought 
imaginable. Problems with 
Poland and Hungary pale in 
comparison to the problems 
Gorbachev is experiencing at 
home. Some have said that 
Gorbachev's allowing of 
establishment of an 
autonomous government led 
by the Solidarity movement is 
a play to allow failure of this 
movement in management of 
the economy in order to 
reestablish an even harder 
communist rule. I tend to 
believe this untrue, 
considering the shape of the 
reforms Gorbachev has made 
so far. 

It seems President Bush 
has taken appropriate action 
in the situations in Eastern 
Europe in urging on the 
reforms in Poland and 
Hungary and in encouraging 
Gorbachev's perestroika. 
Economic aid to Poland is. 
nevertheless, needed for this 
country, the first country in 
the Communist bloc to try to 
exist economically indepen- 
dent. Hungary has received 
some financial aid so far. but 
it is to be determined whether 
the aid is enough. The major 
reason that U.S. support for 
Gorbachev is important is that 
it is unlikely the hardliners 
will be patient with delay and 
failures in perestroika. If 
Gorbachev were to be re- 
placed by hardliners, the Cold 
War may heat up once again.

A Gothic Wonderland

The virginal brides file past his tomb 
strewn with time's dead flowers bereaved in deadly bloom 
Alone in the darkened room - the count 
Bela Lugosi’s dead! 


In the wake of the punk move- 
ment, Peter Murphy wailed 
“Bela Lugosi's dead!” as 
Bauhaus became the quintes- 
sential gothic band. Soon 
after heavy basses and dark 
vocals provided a major un- 
derground style in the early 
eighties. 

The pioneers of gothic mu- 
sic. The Cure, Bauhaus, and 
Joy Division, experimented 
in ominous lyrics and haunt- 


music with Curtis’ personal 
lyrics of agony and Peter 
Hook’s pummelling bass 
lines, in both albums. Un- 
known Pleasures and Closer. 

As these bands evolved into 
what they are today, darker, 
more subversive bands 
emerged. The Sisters of 
Mercy shrouded their music 
in black. The Sisters’ first 
HP’s were pieces of dark mu- 
sic drifting over a black sea. 


gothic realm. Vocalist Blixa 
Bargeld yelps his German 
lyrics while such instruments 
as giant springs, jackham- 
mers, broken glass, and even 
concrete mixers rumble be- 
hind primitive guitars. They 
have made a small change on 
the latest album, Feunf Auf 
DerNach Oher Offenen Rich- 
terskala, by remaking the 
Grateful Dead classic “Morn- 
ing Dew." Nick Cave, after 
departing from Birthday 
Party, created the Bad Seeds 
with EinstUrzende 

Neubauten’s Blixa Bargeld 
and Mick Harvey. Cave 
wrote morbid blues with a 
heavy amount of distortion on 
Tender Prey. Soon after. 
Cave and Bargeld wrote 
Ghosts... of the Civil Dead, a 
painful album of prison life 
through the words of former 
prison guard David Hale and 
their bizarre music of chain- 
saws, cellos, and flutes. 

The future of gothic music 
is not clear. Robert Smith has 
claimed for the third time in 
four years that The Cure will

ing music. The Cure’s gothic 
music has been a constant 
change. From the ghost-like 
minimalism of Seventeen 
Seconds and Faith to the ag- 
gressive darkness of Pornog- 
raphy, Robert Smith has been 
developing a gothic experi- 
ment that has resulted in Dis- 
integration, a masterpiece of 
gloom and darkness. 
Bauhaus and later Tones on 
Tail rumbled with heavy 
ba.sses mixed with swirling 
guitars and neurotic lyrics. 
Still, nothing they wrote 
compared with “Bela 
Lugosi’s Dead” and its 
vampiric lyrics of death. Joy 
Division lived all of its lyrics 
as their end was marked with 
Ian Curtis' suicide. Still. Joy 
Division created the simplest, 
and at times, the best gothic 


Melodic guitars and heavy 
basses blended with Andrew 
Eldritch’s deep vocals cre- 
ated the only true Sisters of 
Mercy album. First and Last 
and Always. The Swans were 
not as forgiving as The Sisters 
of Mercy. Although the deep 
lyrical vocals of Michael Gira 
are present. Gira forces the 
listener into a claustrophobic 
black box of agony and fear. 
In Children of God, The 
Swans’ music removes even 
the slightest hint of hope from 
Gira’s poetry with painfully 
aggressive dirges. 

Gothic music is still widely 
experimental. Diamanda 
Galas has a huge thirty piece 
band that twists her lyrics into 
a hellish journey. Ein- 
sturzende Neubauten is the 
most alien and painful of the 


end. However, Smith plans 
for either instrumental Cure 
albums or a solo project with 
Cure bassist Simon Gallup 
and Cure drummer Boris Wil- 
liams. When Wayne Hussey 
and Simon Adams left The 
Sisters of Mercy. The Sisters 
of Mercy became an almost 
dance band: the Mission 
U.K., Hussey’s and Adams’ 
new band, has not been any 
better than the early Sisters of 
Mercy albums. Former 
gothic bands Love and Rock- 
ets and New Order have not 
made any better music than 
their former gothic bands. 
However, obscure bands, like 
Blackbird and the Abecadari- 
ans, will continue to pour out 
dirges.

During the day. most of the 
music is like pop music. Late 
nights feature slower music, 
Saturday nights have the 
pleasing though lesser known 


styles of music . and Sundays 
are devoted to traditional 
Gospel and hymns. 

This station does 
broadcast more than just 
music. There are daily 
programs such as Dr. 
Dobson’s Focus on the 
Family every day at six. This 
program deals with many 
controversial issues such as 
the execution of Ted Bundy, 
whom Dr. Dobson inter- 
viewed just hours prior to the 
execution. The program 
does, of course, focus on 
important family issues that 
range from divorce to burnout 
to suicide. The station also 
airs hourly news broadcasts 
from the International Media 
Service and traffic updates 
during rush hours. 

So. if you think you’d 
like to add a little more variety 
to your music listening 
enjoyment, tune in to 89. 1 and 
try out Contemporary 
Christian music.
